After resist- 
ing, till their means of resistance have per- 
ished; their countrymen, cut up, and 
murdered, and destroyed, tne remnant of 
the people of Spain receive the yoke. 
Suppose the trumph of insatiable ambi- 


‘tion complete—Behold Joseph Napoleon, 


after having marched from Bayonne to 
Madrid, over the dead bodies of the Span- 
iards amid the groans, and the shricks and 
the execration and the despair of the wid- 
ows and orphans, behold him seated at 
length, allover covered with human gore, 
on the throne of Spain. And what then? 
Can you doubt that the celonies in South 
America will be from that moment inde- 
pendent? Or do gentlemen know so lit- 
tle of human nature: so little of the Span- 


ish character, as to think it possible, that | 


the inhabitants of Spanish America, will 
rush forward, to kiss the sceptre, which 
has no ornament but the blood of their 
brethren? ‘That they will be eager te 
pollute themselves with the horrible em- 
braces of the murderers ¢@° their kindred? 
No, sir, it is impossible. 

The moment then, that Spain is con- 
quered, her provinces on this continent 
become independent—and as things have 
been managed under the guarantee and in 
the most cordial alliance with Great-Bri- 
tain. Weshall have in them of conse- 
quence, hestile and dangerous neighbors ; 
while Great-Britain Wit monopolize their 
trade; and if our present difficulties con- 
tinue, perpetually instigate them to hos- 
ulity against us. All this might have 
been prevented, ifin relation to Spain on- 
ly, our government had pursued the prop- 
er course. The merchants applied for 
leave to resume their commerce with 
Spain, but a deaf ear was turned to them. 
Disposed as Great-Britain is to do us 
“harm,” she may yet make use of the 
Spaniards on this covtinent for that pur- 
pose. And though these Spaniards have 
been long considered as contemptible, let 
it be remembered that a nation is always 
regenerated by a revolution. It assumes 
in such cases always anew and elevated 
and fearfulcharacter. Let us then beware 
how we make enemies of this people. 
Let us doall we can to cenciliate their 
friendship. It is not perhaps even now 
too late to retrieve the advantages the ad- 
ministration have overlooked; a change 
of conduct may regain us the affections 
and fricndship which have been unneces- 
sarily lost. And this, sir, is to be the more 
desired, when we look forward to what is 
likely to be the situation of the European 
continent of Spain, if conquered. It will 
be subject to the will and despotism of 
Napoleon. It will groan beneath that iron 
sceptre, in the circuit of whose influence 
no virtue can live, and every effort of li- 
berty isidle. The seat of empire ts from 
that moment transferred from this conti- 
nent.— There ignorance and poverty, and 
hepeless vassalage wil draw en a mono- 
tous existence; or if ever they rise, it 
will be to be crushed by the irresistible 
handof power. Europe impoverished by 
its long continued wars—and the frequent 
insurrections te which it will be subject, 
will no longer be able to cultivate the arts 
of peace. It will be here then on this re- 
generated continent they may hope to find 
repose and protection. Let us not sacri- 
fice the bright prospects befyre us toa 
visionary experiment. 

It is time, sir, that we should retrace 
our steps. Phe course we have been run- 
ning has produced no zood 5 it certainly 
can produce hone, Yet it seems instead 
of going back, we are perpetually urged 
forward. This great measure which was 
to have restored, secured and extended 
our commerce, has entirely destroyed it. 
Satisfied as the administration are of its 
inefficacy, they seem determined’to fol- 
low it up by @ non-intercourse ; and that, 
sir, that is to do wonders indéed{ Why 
will gentlemen suffer themselves to be 
deceived? The embargo, when it had 
been twelve months in operation, was it- 
self a non-intercourse to all substantial 
purposes ; for itis very evident that if we

If the course they are pur- 
suing be indeéd a wrong one—promising 
no happy result, let them bear in mind, 
the farther they procéed the more difficult 
will be thetr return. 

The gentlemen who opposé the systeth 
how in operation, have been ‘called upon 
by the majority to say which they would 
do——they have been asked for their sub- 
stitute for the embargo. And ] will con- 
fess I have béen soméwhat sarprised to 
perceive a little embarr-ssment in giving 
the answer. Asa representative of the 
people, sir, I consider it my duty as well 
as my right, to answer: the question. 
And if the administration should, in do- 
ing whatI shall advise, retrieve the good 
Opinion of the people, E will not regret it. 
W hat, say the majority to us, what would 
you du? What would you have us do? | 
will tell them, sir, What they should do 
Iwill not withhold my feeble aid from 
them in their distress, I should not think 
it manly, fair or humane todo so. We 
are all embarked in thé same ship and 
must sink or swim together—and al- 
though I am but a green. and and before 
the mast, I will do all in my power to 
keep the Vessel from going down. What 
would you have us do? ‘say gentlemen. 
Sir, 1 weuld have them undo all they have 
done. Yes, sir—all—and at one smaok ! 
] would return to the policy of Washing- 
ton, 1 would cut upthis embargo system, 
root and bratich. If this prescription be 
not followed soon it will be too late. We 
Shall be able to take no medigine whatev- 
er, ] Know, sir, lam prescribing a bitter 
pill for the administration—but it is the 
only one that wil angWer Let them 
take it therefore and it will soon work 
miracles for the good of the country. In- 
stead of going on accumulating the ob- 
jtacles to accommodation with Great- 
Britain, let us act an open part. Apply 
the sponge to your embargo and proclama- 
tion, and non-importation ; and I will 
venture to gay there are no di ficulties be- 
tween us which horest men could rot 
settle in three hours.—Restore us to the 
policy of the great father of his country. 
We bave had enough. of theory and ex- 
periment and whim. L.et us at least have 
a little old fashioned practical wisdom. 

But gentlemen say this would be sub- 
mission. How submission? Because we 
have at last found out that by our system 
of commercial warfare we cannot coerce 
Great Britain, is an abandonment of that 
system submission? God help us, sir, if 
such positions require argument to refute 
them. No, sir—lIf under the operation of 
our system Great Britain ytelds e4e sub- 
mits. And can we expect that she will 
do what we will not? Let us at length o- 
pen our eyes to the truth.

Under the 
pretence that we will not submit, con- 
sidering submission scandalous, we are 
made to suppose our own conduct very 
fair and kind and generous, when we ask 
others to do what we shudderat.

When | pointed out to gentlemen in 
conversation, the impropriety of professing 
to resist France, when we have really be- 
come her auxiliaries ;_ they have answer- 
ed, that it cannot be helped. Ic is caleu- 
lated they say to strike upon England, and 
if the lash be not quite long enough to 
reach France, we cannot help it—that is 
not their fault. But I entreat them to re- 
flect that the more they wound England, 
the more do they make it the policy in 
France to resist—And that if they wish 
really to have the edicts of both annulled, 
they do not come a step nearer their ab- 
ject. For whatever England loses by our 
system, France gains. Ina state of war 
the loss of the one party ts the gain of the 
other. ‘Lhus, thoughwe may injure Brit- 
ain, her sufferings will not tell tor us, but 
for France ; we do all we can, but we gai 
nothing by it. We rob Peter to pay 
Paul.” 

Sir! By embarking against England at 
this time, we can promise ovrselves no 
good. If we fail, all will agree that our 
condition will be deplorable. But if we 
are ruined! Qur only safety willbe in 
defeat. I have already proved that I:ng- 
land cannot. dare not acknowledge the et- 
ficacy of any commercial coercion. You 
have seen enough to kuow, that she can- 
not yield to you, until she becomes inca- 
pable of resistance.

no insurance can possibly be effected. 
This is saving our property and seamen 
in-ieed, in truce philosophic style. What 
can possibly be the motive to such con- 
duct, Task once more? It admits of but 
one aoswer, te involve us ine war with 
England. Uncenfirmation of this conjec- 
ture another quotation may be made from 
the same Ag, in whieh it is stated that 
Mr. Jefferson said “ if the belligerents Caf- 
ture our shins there must be war.” ' That 
they will capture the first vessel destined 
ran interdicted port, there can be no 
vabt; and as France has but few nation- 
vessels on the ocean, and Great-Britam 
a vast number, it needs no ghost to come 
from the grave to tell us by which we 
shall be first captured and of course with 
which we are to have this war. 

A circumstance of some weight as an 
index to the intentions of Jefferson and 
his party may be found in the resolves of 
« late public meeting at Richmond on the 
28th ult. at which among other things 
they resolved as follows : 

“ Our national council is, it seems, a- 
bout to relax in their system. Of this re- 
Jaxation we can never approve unless 
some measure may be adopted of equal, 
if not superior energy. If necessity shall 
force us to fly froin the embargo. we feel 
no hesitation in raising our vorees for war.” 

‘That the non-intercourse act is intended 
to betray the m«tion, into a war with Great 
Britain is further manifest, not only from 
the speeches of the Virginia party in Con- 
gress, but from another formal resolve at 
the above meeting, viz: 

“5 Resolved, that a partial non-inter- 
coarse, or partial embargo, afe vain and 
futile measures, easy to be eluded, impos- 
sible to-be enforced, and may justly be 
sticmatised with the degrading name of 
submission.” :

W hat can have a fairer tendency to dis- 
pose his gracious majesty Bonaparte, to 
jook favourably towards such an alliance, 
than to find a free intercourse opened be- 
tween us and Holland itself; especially 
sinee. in the same circular or edict, we 
are informed, that “colonies conguered 
wnd in the possession of Great-Britain or 
France are prohibited ?” Hud Holland been 
inserted inthe body ofthe Act.as an excep- 
tion to the rule,it would never have passed; 
which his Majesty perhaps knows as well 
as | do; but Monsieur Gallatin, stood 





ready to supply all defects, and a free in- 
tercourse is boW opened with Bonaparte's 
dominions, to all valuable intents and pur- 
poses, just as well as if it had been enact- 
ed by stutute. 

Having thus explained the origin and 
object of this same Circular, we are now 
teady to examine its provisions and com- 
pare therm with the law. 

By the 3d section of this circular, it is 
declared that after the 15th instant, “ ves- 
sels owned by citizens may be cleared for 
any foreign portor place, other than those 
excepted by the 12th section, (that is 
Great-Britain or France and their depen- 
dencies.) on their giving bonds in double 
whe value of the vessel and cargo, and in 
other respects compfilying with the requisites 
of the second section of the “* Forcing ict.” 
Which provisions are, that no vesse] can 
be laden “unless a fermit, particularly 
atating the articles (hus to be laden, shall 
have been. previously obtained from the 
collector, or from a revenue officer spe- 
cially authorised by the collector, to grant 
such pormits, nor unless the lading is 
made uncer the inspection of the proper 
revenue officer. But the same section 
cent: ins this further clause : ‘* 4nd it shall 
be iewfu for coliectore of the customs, to re- 
Suse furmission to fut any cargoon board 
any auth shifi, vesecl or boat whenever in 
their oftintun there is an intention to violate | 
the embaryo: om whenever they shall have 
receanved instructions to that ffecr, by dirce- | 
tion Of the president of the United States.” ” 
The circular we see declares, that all the 
requisites in this section, shali be compli- 
ed with, and now the important question 
erises, whether this clause continues this 
power im the collector and presidett ? 

The words of the act applicable to this 
point are contained in the 13th section 
ard declare 

* That no ship or vessel bound toa 
foreign port,” shail be-allowed to depart 
for such 8 port, unless the owner, &c. 
shail with the masiér have given bonds, 
&c. “ that the vessel. shall not leave the 
port without a clearance.” &c. “ nor un- 
hiss every other requisite and provision 
ofthe second section of the act entitled, 
&c. shail have been complied with.” 

- “™ Complied with” by whom? By the 
ovner certainly. It isthe owner who is 
to give the bondy to obtain the permit 
and to comply with every requisite de- 
manded ofhim. The collector, then, has 
no louger sny authority to refuse his per- 
“mitto any man who makes a forme! and 
regular demand of one, and tenders suita- 
hie bonis. Nor has the president any 
Bonger the arbitrary, odious and de testa- 
ble power of issuing his abominable pri- 
Vate isiacPuctions to controul the laws, and 
deprive the people of the freedom of us- 
mig or alicoating their property in such 
manner @s they pisasc. Lam the more 


particular on this point because T am told 
that Jefferson has dared to continue to send 
his private instructions to the collectors, 
and that some of the collectots, of whom 
our Mr. David Gelston is one are obsequi- 
ous enough to obey them instead of the 
law itself. But I hope that some public 
spirited individual will appear, (and I re- 
ally think it high time for the honour of 
our city that some one should) who will 
bring Mr. David Gelston to tie test of a 
public prosecution for his tyrannical and 
arbitrary and vexatious conduct. Had |] 
been a shipping merchant | would have 
brought him to this test long ago. Let 
the government indemwify him if they 
chuse. An appea) should follow to an 
intelligent people, who should be called 
upon to say whether they were willing to 
continue men in power who applied the 
public money to the purpose of shelter- 
ing their officers from the consequences 
of their wanton and oppressive conduct. 

Neither would I submit to the arbitra- 
ry and unwarrantable construction or ra- 
ther pervérsions of the law in this same 
French Circular. Yes: I am bold to say 
it, this Circular of Gallatin’s sets up con- 
structions which the act, bad as it is. does 
not authorise. But more of that in my 
next. 

I have been told that Mr. Gelston has 
given out that he means to suffer but a 
very few vessels to clear for the Swedish 
Island of St Bartholomews ; because, as 
the Island could not be supposed to want 
supplies to any large amount, he there- 
fore should suspect, and was secretly in- 
structed by the President to suspect, that 
all further clearances were only asked for 
With intention to evade the embargo. If 
this be so, I have no hesitation to pro- 
nounce it a high handed stretch of power, 
both in the President and the Collector, 
unwarranted by the law. What have 
either of them to do further with a law 
that is no longer in force? There is now 
no embargo in being as to Sweden or her 
colonies, and to talk of suspicions that it 
is meant to be evaded, is wors- than idle 
and not to be endured. Should the Coi- 
lector centinue to act in this wanton and 
arbitrary manner, my advice would be to 
go to him, tender proper bonds and de- 
mand a clearance; not as a favour, (thank 
God it is no lounger a favour by law) but 
demand it as « matter of right ; should 
he refuse, my further advice would then 
be, to sail without a cleuranee and in defi- 
ance of a petty tyrant. He would then 
be driven to his remedy under the 18th 
section, and 1 can never beheve that on 
a trial by God and the country, the defen- 
dant would not be acquitted. 1s there no 
man amoung us who has public spirit e- 
nough to take the risk of sach a prosecu- 


‘tion for the common good? Or, asa ves- 


sel without a regular clearance is liable to 
be stopped by revenue cutters, gun-boats, 
&e. the shipper who does all that the law 
requires, as above stated, if he prefers 
not to sail subjeet to such mconveniences, 
may decline to do so, discharge his crew, 
dismantle his vessel, and then bring his 
action against the Collector for damages ; 
and he would infallibly recover.

Resoleed, That in the opinion of the inhabi- 
tants of the c.unty of Rensselaer, ‘‘ the present 
period presents a erisis which imperiously de- 
mands the cool, dispassionate, but zealous atten- 
tion of every friend of his country—a period big 
with every species of danger, and singularly un- 
parralleled in the annals of our history.” 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the inhabi- 
tants of Rensselaer county, a retrospective view 
of the circumstances and situation ef our coun- 
try, from the adoption of its present constitution, 
and the measures pursued by the different admin- 
istrations under it will farnish abundant evidence 
that che present disastrous, pertleus, and distress- 
ed situation of our country, is only attributable 
to the measures and policy adopted and pursued 
by the present administration of our.general gov- 
ernment.—The inhabitants of the county of 
Rensselaer therefore beg leave to call the atten- 
tion of their fellow-citizens of the state of New- 
York, and cf the United States, to the embar- 
rassed situation of this country when the federal 
government was commenced, under the auspi- 
cious administration of the éddustricus Ww ASH-

At home agriculture, manufactures, the fishe- 
ries, navigation, and commerce, were encouraged 
and exter — he credit of the nation was re- 
vived, its capital enlarged, and thé revenue es-

—a naval force created—the national character 
upheld, and revered throughout the world. 

Having thus raised the country to an unexam- 
pled state of prosperity at home, and exalted the 
national character to an unparalled pre-eminence 
abroad, the reins of government were by a delu- 
ded country transmitied to the hands of our pre- 
sent ralers. 

And what fruit has their labors produced ?

The Fisheries abandoned, 

Navigation prohibited, _ 

Our trade with every part of the world cut off, 

Domestic trade suppressed, 

The ships of our merchants rotting at their 
wharves. 

Our sailors by thousands compelled to expa- 
triate themselves ; 

Our Navy sold or dismantled, and rotting in 
the mud of the Potomack, or degraded into use- 
less gun-boats and uupzofitable revenue-cutters ;

of civil liberty. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the inhabit- 
ants of the county of Rensselaer, so great a 
change in so short atime, can have proceeded 
only from a weak and faithless administration, 
destitute of that capacity, impartiality, and pru- 
dence, without which no goverument can deserve 
or retain the confidence of the country. 

Resolved, That we deeply lament the bound- 
less gloom which has overspread the land—the 
dreary prospects which present themselves on ev- 
ery side ; and those events which, in rapid suc- 
cession, become every day mere alarming, and 
poverty, distress, and undistinguisned ruin. 

Resolved, That the innabitants of the county 

of Rensselaer have patiently struggled under the 
evils brought on them by a misguided and unhap- 
py national policy, month after month, under a 
hope that each would be the last; but they have 
been disappointed—they find their embarrass- 
inents thicken around them so fast that they have 
become intolerable and insupportable : That to 
these evils they have hitherto submitted patiently, 
bui their patience is exhausted, and in their opin- 
ion there are points beyond which patience can- 
nét be stretched without sinking into cowardice, 
and plunging into abject submission. Feeling 
as we do that all which is or ought to be dear to 
a free people is thus put in jeopardy by a base 
and degrading policy—a policy drawing after it 
a train of evils destructive of the best interests of 
the nation, the inhabitants of Rensselaer county

sembly convened for that redress of grievances

To dmbrose Spencer and De Witt Clinton,

AS you, gentlemen, are considered the 
two great leaders and pillars of the embar- 
g0 party in this state; as you have, on a 
recent occasion, been the bold advocates 
for a law by wh.ich three senators chosen 
in the western distriet, were declared to 
be senators for the eastern district; and 
as yOu, in advocating that law, did not ve- 
ry strictly observe the rules of decorum, 
permit av elector, who is not yet willing 
that his right of suffrage should depend 
on the breath of your nestrils, to ask, by 
what section of the constitution, the legis- 
lature are authorized to declare, that a 
senator elected in one district, shall be a 
senator foranother district? I have believ- 
ed, that the right of participating in the 
choice of senators, was an important right, 
and that thisrght was secured to the e- 
iectors by the constitution. But, gentle- 
men, if the law contended for by you, was 
warranted by the constitution, then indeed 
the right of suffrage, of which we have 


boasted as the palladium of our liberties, 


instead of being secured by the constitu- 
tion, depends upon the whim, the caprice 
and mad rage or folly of the legislature. 











Yes, gentlemen, if your dogmas be cor 
rect, the legislature can deprive three 
fourths of the electors of this state of any 
voice in the election of senators t Were | 
to ask, whether you wish to deprive any 
portion of the electors of his state of the 
right of suffrage, for the purpose of per- 
petuating your power, and punishing them 
for not having voted as you wished; were 
I to ask, if you thirst after the power to 
appoint senators for the people, you might 
suppose the question implied a doubt as 
\o your attachment toa republican and re- 
presentative form of government. But 
what becomes of the representative prin- 
ciple in our government, if three fourths 
of the electors are to have no voice in the 
choice of those who are torepresent them 
---if a semator chosen by the electors of one 
district, is to be torn from them, and be 
made to represent the electors of another 
district, who never knew or placed any 
confidence in him ? If, gentlemen, you can 
shew that the legislature have the power 
to say that a senator chosen by one por- 
tion of electors, shall be a senator for an- 
other portion of electors, you will prove 
that you or any other leading men, at the 
head of a dominant party, can legally de- 
prive a large portion of electors of the 
right of suffrage. If the legislatute can 
dissolve the ties between the electors and 
elected ; if they can declare, by law, that 
asenator elected by the electors of the 
western district, shall no longer bé a sen- 
ator for that district, and shall be.a sena- 
tor for the southern district, where is. this 
power of transferring senators from one 
d strict to another to end ® What security 
have thé people, that this power will not 
be resorted to for the purpose of stifling 
the voice of the majerity ? 

At the next election, cight senators aré 
to be chosen in the state; and, as the dis- 
tricts how are, three senators are to be 
chosen’ia the western district—two in the 
eastern district—two in tle middle district, 
and one in the southern diStrict; and if 
the law which you have endeavoured to 
pass, be authorized by the constitution, 
why could not the legisleture make a law 
directing, that of the senators now belong- 
ing to the western district, Mr. Gebhard 
shall be a senater for the southern dis- 
trict, Messrs. Bloodgood and Buel, sena- 
tors for the middle district, Messrs. Bal- 
lard and Martin, senators for the eastern 
district, and directing the electors of the 
western district to choose eight, instead 
of three senators at the next election ?— 
And in this way, from year to year, sup- 
ply the whole state with senators elected 
in’ the western district! Are your exer- 
tions to estublisb a principle so dangerous, 
the only pledges you have to give the 
people of your attachment to the all-im- 
portant right of suffrage? Will you an- 
swer, that a senator must be a senator for 
the district in which he may happen to re- 
side, atthe time you please “to equalize 
the great districts ?”” Should you vre= his, 


L eall upon you to shew in what page of 
the constitution it is required that a s¢na- 


tor must, either when elected or during 
the term he serves, reside in the district 
for which he was elected. No, gentle- 
men, you would have given as strong evi- 
dence of your love of liberty, and of your 
political wisdom, by advocating a law, 
that Luther Rich should be a senator for 
the middle district, as you have by endea- 
vouring to palm Messrs. Smith, Blood- 
good and Martin, as senators, upon the 
electors of the eastern district. In mili- 
tary and despotic. governments, when li- 
berty consisted in a right to tremble at 
the frown of an imperious lord, if the lord 
sold his manor, it was held that his vil- 
leins [vassals) passed tothe purchaser, as 
regardant to the manor. Is this a state 
of things which you wish to see establish- 
ed in this country? Is this an authority 
by which you would make out that the 
office of senator is affiurienant to his farm, 
and because you please so to alter the 
bounds of the eastern district, as to in- 
clude the farms of some of the senators 
of the western district, the electors of 
ie eastern district must submit to take, 
not villeins, but master-senators with their 
farms! But again, gentlemen, if you will 
insist that residence in the district to 
which a senator is transferred, is essential 
to authorise the legislature to make the 
transfer, permit me to put this plain case : 
Suppose Mr. Martin, immediately after 
his election last spring, as a senator in the 
western district, had moved to Long Isl- 
and, and purchased a farm—will you say, 
that in such case, the legislature. would 
havea right to declare, that-he should 
be a senator for the southern district, 
and thereby deprive the electors in the 
southern district of the right of electing 
Mr.@L’Hommedicu at the next election ? 
Or will you say, that although Mr. Mar- 
tin had seld the farm on which he resided 
when elected, anc removed to Long Isi- 
and, yet, as by the law which you wished 
to pass, the farm on which Mr. Martin 
lived when elected was included in the 
eastern district, he might therefore be de- 
clared a senator for the eastern district? 
What say you gentlemen? Can you re- 
fuse to answer either of those questions in 
the affirmative, without confessing that 
your party have been induced to make an 
unhallowed attack upon the right of suf- 
frage ?

From the Evening Post. 
Srr, 
In a government like ours, deriving all 
its authority directly or indirectly from 
the people, it is proper that they should 
knew something of the character and 
conduct of those to whom are entrusted 
their public concerns. For this purpose 
I send you the following account of some 
proceedings which took place on Satur- 
day last in the district court, before his 
Honor Judge Tallmadge, accompanied 
with a statement of circumstances con- 
nected with those proceedings, and neccs- 
sary to their being understood. 

About a weck ago a brig arrived in 
this port from Havanna, owned by a Span- 
‘sh subject, and navigated under Spanish 
colours. Upon her arrival in port, Peter 
W. Marriner who commands one of the 
cutters, thought fit to suspectthat she 
had violated the embargo laws, and the 
Collector thought fit to adopt his suspi- 
cions and to seize both vessel and cargo. 
But the wakeful vigilance of these gen- 
try did not stop here. Captain Marriner 
not content with imprisoning the captain 
of the brig and his crew on board of their 
own vess«l, rifling her papers, and the 
private letters which came by her, and 
procuring both vessel and curgo to be 
seized, communicates his further suspi- 
ciéns to the Collector that some of the 
hands on beard of the brig had been en- 
gaged in violations of the embargo laws, 
who without, further ceremony or enqui- 
ry, directs the district-attornmey to com- 
mence suits against them in the name oi 
the United States for TEN THOUSAND 
DOLLARS OF DEBT each. Five writs 
were accordingly issued inthe above sum 
and the defendants respectively arrested : 
some of them being uuable to find the 
necessary bail, which in each case would 
be TWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS, were 
obliged to go to goal, whither they were 
accordingly conducted. Application was 
then made to Judge Tallmadge tor an or- 
der, which he accordingly granted, on the 
District-Attorney to shew the cause of the 
action in eech of these causes in open 
Court on Saturday last, and why the de- 
fendants should not be discharged on com- 
mon bail, or the dail mitigated. In this 
order was also included the case of a boy 
who hud armved here on board of a Swe- 
dish vessel, and who was also in prison 
under similar process. On Saturday the 
Disunict-Attorney stated that the suits were 
commenced for the recovery of the pen- 
ality prescribed iv the fourth section of the 
second supplementary Embargo Act: 
whieh alter declaring that if any goods, 


Wares or merchandize shall be exported 





from the United States, the vessel, car. 
riage &c, shall be forfeited, proceeds thus: 
“and the owner or owners of such goods, 
wares and merchandize, and every other 
person KNOWINGLY concerned in such 
prohibited exportation, shall each respec- 
tively forfeit and pay asum not exceedin 
ten thousand dollars for every such of- 
fence.” 

The District-Attorney then read the 
following affidavits to shew the cause of 
action in each of the Said suits.

On the parts of the defendants it was 
contended in substance,that the penalty de- 
manded was too vague and uncertain to au- 
thorise the holding the defendants to bail 
at all, and that as there was nothing before 
the court to enable it to judge of the ex- 
tent of the recovery, if a recovery should 
be had, the safest and most salutary prin- 
ciple, and the most favorable to public 
and individual liberty, would be in such 
case to discharge the defendants on com- 
mon bail. That if however this rule 
should not be adopted, still the well set- 
tled principle of law was that the cause of 
action must be positively sworn to: that 
therefore it ought to have been. shewn 
that the defendants had been knowingly 
concerned in the prohibtted exportation of 
goods; that in one affidavit the declara- 
tions of the party had been relied on, and 
yet those declarations taken together, Dot 
only negatived the idea of being know- 
ingly concerned in a prohibited commerce, 
but carried with them a justifiable cause 
for going into the Hataiheysh : that in the 
other, nothing more Was Stated than the 
mere suspicion or belicf of Peter W. Mar- 
rinere ‘The defendants counsel was pro- 
ceeding to shew the extreme inconclu- 
siveness of the affidavits to the purpose 
for which they were introduced, when he 
was interrupted by his’ Honor Judge 
Tallmadge, who declared that he did not 
consider the circumstauce of being driven 
into a foreign port by stress of weather as 
any excuse or defemce against the penalty 
demanded under the section of the law 
before stated ; and that he considered the 
affidavits as disclosing sufficient cause of 
action, though he should be willing to 
mitigate the bail. ‘Lhe defendants coun- 
sel upon this indignantly thew from bis 
hands the sMidavits Which he held, de- 
claring ‘hat if they were sufficient, it 
would be idle even to attempt the libera- 
tion of a man imprisoned tor a supposed 
violation ot the embargo laws, for which 
conduct bis Honor was pleased to tell him 
he was insolent and abusive: a language 
which no person would dare to use tu that 
gentleman on any other occasion than as 
4 presiding officer of a court of Justice : 
which Court let it be filled by \ ‘om or 
how it may, is still entitled to respect as 
such. it ought bere perhaps to be re- 
marked, ip justice to My. baldwin, who 








acted as District Attorney in the slsente 
of Mr. Sanford; that he admit- 
ted that being driveninto a ign port 


by stress of weather, would be a compiete - 


bar to an action brought to tecover the 
penalty in these cases detnanded: the 
Judge, however, feeling it his duty proba- 
bly to be public prosecutor as well as Judye, 


declared that if that was the opinion of: 


the District Attorney, it was not the opin- 
ion of the Court. 
As to mitigating the bail, which the 


judge professed himself willing to do, it 


was observed by the defendant's counsel, 
that as to four of them, they appeared and 
were believed to be common seamen, one 
of them a boy, strangers in this place, and 
without the means of getting bail, unless 
ina mere nominal sum; that to require 
any thing beyond that, would be equiva- 
lent to continuing their imprisonment: 
that as to the other two,thcy could proba- 
bly find bail for some reasonable amount. 
The judge, however, without any discrim- 
ination between the cases of those, who it 


was admitted, could procure bail, if mode-_ 


rate, and ‘those who could not unless ‘t 
should be a mere nothing, ordered the 
whole of them to find bail in $500 each, 
except the boy. im whose favor the bail 
was reduced to 250, 

The defendants counsel again remon- 
strated with the court, against the bail re- 
quired, except in the two cases already 
thertioned: and stated to the court, that 
as to the others, and especially the three 


who were required to find bail in $500- 


each, it was believed to be as much out of 
their power, as to find bail for the wtiole 
sum of $10.000, for which they were im- 
prisoned, The Judge, however, again 
stopped the counsel, and said the question 
was settled, and he would hear no more 
on the subject. The consequence is that 
these unfortunate men are still m prison, 
where they must continue until their tri- 
al, which may take place perhaps six 
months, perhaps a year hence, if the hand 
of charity should so long give them sub- 
sistence: if not, they must p: *ish, for no 
provision is made by law for the support 
of confined debtors, and it is a well known 
fact, that were it not for the relief daily 
administered to these unhappy victims of 
legal rigor, many of them would literally 
die of famine. 


Many readers may not understand the : 


nature of what is technically called common 
bail, and some may suppose it means a 
discharge of the suit altogether. This is 


not so: common baii is a legal fiction to - 


further the purposes of justice, by rehev- 
ing a defendant from the necessity, and 
often as in the present case, the hardship 
of giving actual bail. The object of it is 
to enable the suit to proceed in the same 
manner as if real bail were filed. In this 
instance the application was not therefore 
to have the suits dismissed, but merely 
that the defendants might be set at liber- 
ty: the suits might notwithstanding pro- 
ceed, and the defendants would be an- 
swerable for whatever might be eventually 
recovered if a recovery could be had. 

In this plain unvarnished statement there 
is not a man in the community but must 
feel an interest: what is the case of the 
individuals here spoken of to-day, may be 
that of any other man to-morrow. It is 
only for any innocent person to say in sin- 
cerity and good faith that he has been 
blown off our coast, or for Capt. Marri- 
ner to believe or suspect that he has vio- 
lated the embargo laws, and to communi- 
cate that belief or suspicion to the collec- 
tor, taking care with all that, Mr Schenck 
is present to swear to the communication, 
and any man according to the doctrine of 
Judge Tallmadge, may be torn fiom his 
family and friends, and immured in prison 
for months before he can even have an ep- 
portunity of vindicating his innocence ; 
unless he is fortunate enough to be able 
to give such bail as his honor in the plen- 
itude of his discretion may think fit to or- 
der: if he is poor or friendless, he is to be 
presumed guilty, and punished by a long 
imprisonment before he is tried.
